The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred the bill 
(H. R. 4940) for the relief of Suzie Ballard, having considered the 
same, reports favorably thereon without amendment and recommends 
that the bill do pass. 

PURPOSE OF THE BILL 


The purpose of the bill is to grant a waiver of the racial barrier to 
admission into the United States in behalf of a minor Japanese child in 
the custody of a United States citizen serviceman and his wife. The 
child would be considered to be a nonquota immigrant which is the 
status normally enjoyed by the alien minor children of citizens of the 
United States. 


STATEMENT OF FACTS 


The beneficiary of the bill was born in Japan on April 3, 1950, and 
has been in the custody of Warrant Officer Edward Marshal Welke and 
his wife since February 13, 1951. 

Congressman Eugene J. McCarthy, the author of the bill, submitted 
to a subcommittee of the Committee on the Judiciary of the House of 
Representatives the following statement in connection with the bill:
